Distress signals flashed through fog 

Tokio. Mav 9. -The Pacific 
Mail steamership, Asia, from 
Hong Konf^ for San Francisco, 
has sunk otf Finger Rock, South 
China. The passengers are re- 
ported rescued and themtilsiav- 
ed. 

The Asia sailed from Honj? 
Kong Friday and was due in San 
Francisco Blay 19. She operated 
regularly between those ports 
and was cwnmandttd by H. Gau- 
kroyer- The vessel was built in 
1883 and registered a little less 
than 5,000 tons gross. 

Finger Rock is a remarkable 
projection from the Heau Chu 
islet, the southern of Talchau 
group of islands, which lie about 
200 miles south of Shanghai. 

The ship was on her wav to 
Shanghai, which was her regu- 
lar port ofjcall. 

liie Asia struck Sunday morn- 
ing while feelinp: her way caut- 
iously thi;ough a thick fog, in the 
direction of Shanghai. Her wire- 



afternoon, but owinij to the fog, 
which continued heavy, was un- 
able to discover the wnereabouts 
of the distressed steamer. 

The America laid to until the 
weather cleared, when she found 
that the Chinese vessel Shang- 
Sin of the Taku Steamership Co., 
had gone to the aid of the Asia 
and recued her passengers. 

The latest report received by 
the uRent of the Pacific Mail 
steamship line at Yokohama says 
that the Asia was sunk, but that 
it is believed the passengers 
with the mails were all saved. 

New York, April 25. — Surviv- 
ors of the wrecked steamership 
Asia report at Shanghai tiiey 
were attacked by pirates.

ROAD AND SCHOOL 

LEGISLATION IN PROSPECT 

Frances. Ky., May 9."Dear 
Editor: I am almost daily in re- 
cept of inquiries regarding the 
outlook for School and Road leg- 
islation at the next meeting of 
the General Astembly, and I 
take this method of giving my 
views as to the liklihood of re- 
lief along these lines. 

First as to school reforms: That 
depends largely upon whom the 
people place at the head of the 
schools of the state, in the oflioe 
of superintendent of Public In- 
stuction, at the coming Novem- 
ber election. His suggestions 
are taken by the average legis- 
lator to be a panacea for educat- 
ional ills, and often, too often, 
they scurry back and forth at 
his nod and beck only too glad to 
carry out his behests. If you e- 
lect an educational crank to that 
important oflfice, you may expect 
conditions to remain topsy turvy; 
on the other hand if you elect a 
man from the people who is eon- 
siderate, practical and most es- 
pecially not a fad hunter, but can 
see that only educational progress 
can be made by recognizing the 
rural schools as the only tiue 
foundation upon which a perma- 
nent educational edifice may be 
erected. And the unstinted sup- 
port of the common schools prop- 



ihe politicians often make. 

Also the Senate of Kentucky 
must undci'L'o a change befoi-e 
the common schools may expect 
much recognition, and happily 
one half of it will be replac d 
this fall, and wo sincerly trust 
that voters make no mistake. 

The old Senate could not or 
would not change a line in the 
Sullivan law, nor would they 
accept any measure coming from 
the people through the House of 
Represenatives for the relief of 
the common schools. A House 
bill meeting the demands of the 
people, and giving every child in 
the state an equal chance for an 
education was passed and sent 
over to the Senate where it was 
promptly pigeonholed, and the 
man who was running the bus- 
iness over there, refused to call it 
up for consideration even when 
more than two thirds of the Sen- 
ators signed a written request 
for its passage. 

The big chiefs of the Senate 
were too busy defeating the Co. 
Unit bill to give five minutes 
time for the pas.sage of a law so 
vital to the interests of the 
seven thousand aehool children of 
the state.

Swamps To B« Drained 
Deserts Irrigated. 

Contending that it is at logical for 
the United States Reclanation Ser- 
vice to take water off swamp 'lands 
as it is for Uncle Sam to put water 
on western arid lands, many men 
prominent in commercial and pro- 
fessional circles who are identified 
with the Board of Control of the 
N'ational Irrigation Congress, which 
meets in Chicago next December Stb 
to Sth., declare that the legality of 
the government employing funds ere* 
ated by the sale of public lands and 
by bond issues for the reclamation 
of privately owned southern swamp 
lands will without doubt be estab- 
lished within the next year. 
Through the work of many in the 
north who are interested in the re- 
clamation of southern lands as well 

western projects, and of southern- 
ers who are alike interested this year 
in the work of the National Irriga- 
tion Congress, it is expected that at 
its December sessions there will be 
adopted resolutions urging that the 
National Conf^ress be requested to 
authorize a bond issue by the jr"vern- 
ment for the further reclamation of 
^wamp lands of the south, the bond 
issue to be in proportion to those 
which have been authorized for the 
Redanution Service in its work of 
waterinR western arid lands, there 
being over $50,000,000 available in 
these funds. 

The influence which the voice of 
the Irrigation Congress will bring to 
bear in this undertaking is saggcsted 

by the fact that it. waa tha eoacresa 
which first brought aboot, throogh
